held out further hope "with a predic- 
tion for more moisture today. The 
prediction "was for rain or snow in 
many parts of Illinois, 
Michigan, 


Indiana, "Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Minne- 


sota and North Dakota, with a pos- 
sibility of showers in some sections 
of Missouri, Kansas and South Da- 
kota.

Washington—(CPA) Danger of a 


drought in 1931 is being- discussed 
here as a possible contingency which 
may upset all previous-calculations 
as to the sums needed for relief and 
bring about compromise -legislation. 


Indications are that the shortage 


of snow and moisture may make the 
drought season of this year of even 
more serious proportions than last 
year. Chairman Legge of the farm 
board thinks it entirely possible that 
there may be a shortage of wheat. 


But the most immediate effect of 


these reports is to cause "congress to 
insist upon, larger relief apprppria-' 
.tions than were at first contemplat- 
ed." 
Eeports from some sections of 


Kentucky are to the effect that it 
would require twelve inches of rain- 
fall to provide the necessary moist- 
ure for successful 
crops and that 


fanners are beginning to despair of 
getting-,much aid from their crops 
in 1931. 


"tinder such circumstances, not on- 


ly will the loan fund hitherto pro- 
vided for the planting of seed have 
to be carried on but individual loans 
to farmers in the drought area may 
be necessary, notwithstanding the 
administration's position heretofore. 


JVIast Be Prepared 


There are signs that the catas-' 


trophe hi the drought area is so 
much greater than originally believ- 
ed and only an anticipation, many 
months in advance, of ' the conse- 
quences of the drought will pre- 
vent real distress. 


Members of congress are talking 


about giving the president a large 
appropriation to administer hi the 
drought areas as he sees fit with- 
out specifically requiring- loans for 
food or any other specified grant of 
funds to the individual. In. other 
words the president would be em- 
powered- to deal with the situation as 
he saw • fit and as the emergency 
required. 


Some of the scientists declare a 


severe drought has not occurred in 
75 years and that it is usually of 
two years duration and the informa- 
'tion thus far available as to the 
condition of crops in the 
winter 


months would seezn to bear out their 
observations. The farm board says 
that the wheat crop has been in- 
jured considerably in ths central 
and eastern states and from Ilinols 
eastward it is in poor condition.

Dr. Frank said the cut was justifi- 
able in view of the economic depres- 
sion but objected to the slicing of 
$20,000*from the college of agricul- 
ture's appropriation. 


Regarding a reassessment of the 


university, Dr. Frank 
said 
that 


"during- the last three years hi par- 
ticular a process 
of reassessment, 


unmatched hi any other American 
university, has been under way in 
the University of Wisconsin."

BRUEMING WINNER IN 


REICHSTAG TEST VOTE 


Berlin—(J?)—Overriding the oppo- 


sition by decisive majorities, Chan- 
cellor Bruenins won a distinct vic- 
tory in the Reichstag today when the 
parliament voted down a series of 
obstructionist measures proposed by 
the Communists and the National 
Socialists. 


By 293 to 221 the members defeat- 


ed a joint no-confidence motion by 
the two parties, a similar motion di- 
rected against Gottfried Treyiranns, 
minister without portfolio, lost 312 
to 206; and a National Socialist mo- 
tion requesting President von Hin- 
denburg- to dissolve the parliament 
was voted down by 31S to 207. 


The majorities were interpreted as 


an indication that the government 
would succeed in pushing through 
its "Spartan" 1931 budget without 
having - recourse to 
the 
"dictator 


clause" in the constitution which 
provides for suspension of the Keich- 
stag and government by decree. 


After adopting the chancellory bud- 


get the Eeichstag adjourned until 
Monday. 


Several Escaped Prisoners 


Called Dangerous by Su- 
perintendent 


Nashville, Tenn.—V?)—City officers 


combined with guards of the Central 
State Hospital for the Insane today 
in a quest of a score ot inmates who 
escaped during a fire in the male 
quarters last night. Several of those 
at large were called dangerous by 
Superintendent William. Farmer. 


All of the 
hospital's occupants, 


about 600 persons, were freed from 
their quarters when the fire was dis- 
covered. ' A check showed 24 to be 
missing, but several then were seized 
in the vicinity of the building. 


Among those who escaned 
were 


Arnoldo S. Riggij of K«w York, who 
had been placed in the hospital after 
trial for robbery of a pharmacy. Two 
others, regarded by Dr. Farmer as 
'dangerous, were Luther Anderton, 
an epileptic from Shelbyville, Tenn., 
and ICorman Winchester, former in- 
mate of the state penitentiary here, 
who was sent to ths hospital on four 
criminal charges. 


Officials said the fire, starting hi 


a clothing room, caused damage es- 
timated at $2,500. Guards kept the 
inmates bunched together as closely 
as possible, while fighting the flames 
until aid arrived from the Kashville 
fire department.

the house cat, perhaps—instead of 
killing him as_ should be done—and 
permitting only the use of pop guns 
to hunt deer with.

Let's consider some of these bills 


that will come up soon. First let 
me say I am by no means condemn- 
ing them all. Some embody princi- 
ples very necessary 
as, corrective 


measures, and whoever fathered 
them is to be commended. 


The general opinion seems to be 


that the" proposed resident fishing 
license carries the proviso that all 
funds raised by it must be turned 
into the conservation fund for the 
purpose of propagating fish 
and 


game. For your information let me 
say that the provision takes in con- 
siderably jnore territory. In addi- 
tion to this money being used for 
propagating purposes, ^ it Is to be 
used also for enforcing laws, and 
for the acquisition of lands and^va- 
ters for public hunting and fishing 
areas. In fact, _ one fourth of all 
such receipts would be set aside in 
a trust fund to be used (when?) for 
the purchase of areas as described. 
A matter worthy of just a bit of 
reflection, is it not? 


Scores Gun Bill 


Another bill on gun toting would 


forbid anyone carrying a gun in the 
woods of a large calibre" than 22 rim 
fire. Quite a loophole there, it 
seems. A" 22 calibre rifle is capable 
of much destruction. "Whoever got 
up' this' bill evidently knows little 
about guns. 


Another bill would raise the boun- 


ty on wolf cubs from §4.00 as it is 
now to the same amount paid for 
mature animals—$30. I believe, as 
the state of Michigan does, because 
they have no bounty on wolyes in 
Michigan, that there should be.none, 
The wolves were put on earth, for 
a purpose of balancing nature, just 
as ".were most of our hawk's wHich 
are generally killed Indiscriminately 
and wrongfully.

Avoid Disappointment By 


Sowing Seeds Carefully 


Great disappointment will be avoid- 


ed right from tho start it proper cure 
is taken in the sowing ot seed. This 
is a point in successful gardening 
that cannot be too 
emphatically 


called to mind. Careful planting- of 
seed is the necessary first start to 
a good garden. 


Very often no germination results 


and the seedsman is blamed for poor 
seed. . The seed usually is perfect- 
ly- good. The fault was with the 
gardener. More seeds are lost after 
they have started to germinate than 
at any other time and it is this pre- 
ventable loss during the germination 
period that 
should be 
carefully 


watched. 


Seeds do not need rich soil. Fer- 


tility is not a prime necessity at 
all for seed germination. The fertil- 
ity is needed after the seeds have 
germinated and the young plants 
have started into growth. Therefore 
any ordinary garden soil properly 
prepared by being sifted and given 
proper drainage will prove an ex- 
cellent germination medium. 


Tho seeds must be kept moist but 


not wet during the germinating pe- 
riod. Once the germ has broken the 
seed coat and the seed box, pot, or 
seed bed is allowed to dry out the 
tiny plant 'dries up and dies with- 
out ever getting above complaint of 
bad seed. The soil must be kept at 


an even decree of moisture and 
It 


must bo watered often enough to 
maintain it but it never should be 
soaked so that it is in the condition 
of mud. 


Hot sun, particularly if coupled 


with high winds, is ;i dangerous con- 
dition. 
They quickly dry out the 


soil and often shrivel seedlings that 
have gotten 
above ground safely. 


Therefore the seed bed should be 
protected from the hottest sun and 
should bo in a sheltered position so 
that the force of a drying wind will 
be broken. This is one reason why 
a frame is preferable for outdoor 
seed sowing; the 
sides 
effectually 


break the force of any drying winds. 


The greatest percentage of plants 


from a packet of seed will be obtain- 
ed by sowing in seed boxes or pans 
because conditions ^an bo maintain- 
ed and controlled most easily. The 
seed box or pan or pot can be moved 
out of tho sun. It can be easily 
shaded. It can be watered easily. 
Therefore with the choicer seeds it is 
advisable to sow in 'flats— another 
name for seed boxes used by profes- 
sional growers, or in pots or pans— 
pans being a trade name for shal- 
low flower pots.

Largely to Blame for 


Steady Decline 


New York — (&) — What's th 


matter with silver? Why has thl 
theoretically 
precious 
metal, t 


•which half of the earth's population 
Is attached by economic or socia 
ties, been dropping for ten years 
from a prite of $1.35 an ounce im 
demiately after the World War, t 
the current quotation of around 2 
cents? Why is its ratio to gold now 
70 to 1 contrasted -with the m,em 
orable 16 to 1 championed at the 
turn of the century? 


The prosaic answer, of course, is 


that the law of supply and demand 
operates in silver as in any other 
commodity. 
But behind this ruli 


Is a vast world drama which has 
been unfolding during the coursi 
of a decade and which, perhaps, has 
not reached its climax. 


Civil war in China, political strlfi 


In' India, the increased supplies o: 
silver made available 
by modern 


methods of copper production, the 
sale of surplus stocks by govern 
ments—these are some of the force 
which have upset silver's applecart 


There is a difference of opinion 


as to which factors have been mos' 
responsible. On the one hand 
the 


silver producers say: Stop offerings 
of silver by interested governments 
-—chiefly India—and the 
pressure 


•will be relieved. On the other hand 
some economists contend, cut the 
world output, •which has remainet 
fairly constant for years, and the 
burden, forced on China, as the larg 
est user of silver, will be lightened 


Most Taken by China, India 


China and India 
together 
take 


most of the silver produced, •which 
has been between 
200,000,000 
and 


250,000,000 ounces annually in the 
last five -years. In 1930 those two 
countries absorbed about 
200,000, 


000 ounces but the lion's share went 
to China, the only large nation with 
a monetary system based on silver 
India treats the metal as a com 
modity. 
' 


Thus, in the opinion of many oh 


servers, the problem narrows down 
to China's ability to absorb the sup 
ply. Internal wars in that country 
have "weakened her commercially as 
well as politically. Her trade has 
been, so disrupted that she has no 
gold balance with which to buy sil- 
ver; on the contrary, her prepon- 
derance of imports forces her to 
sell the metal in order to purchase 
gold in exchange in payment for 
foreign goods. 


The Indian. laborer who scrapes 


together an extra rupee or two ex- 
changes his coined wealth for a gov- 
ernment note. This, in turn he sells 
for raw silver which he r promptly 
adds to his little hoard, frequently 
burying it in the earthen floor of 


. his hut. The amount of silver thus 


stored away is enormous; the total 
has been estimated at between five 
and eight billion ounces. Some of 
the store goes into trinkets and 
dowries/ but for the most part it 
remains hidden and unused. 


When the rupee was put on a gold 


basis in 1926 India decided to sell 
,a reserve of nearly 
500,000,000 


ounces of silver. About 100,000,000 
ounces have been disposed of. 


It has been suggested that one 


way out of the silver dilemma vrould 
be an extension of the metal's com- 
mercial uses. Industry has long em- 
ployed silver for table and jewelry 
and more recently puts it to work in 
the form of silver salts for 
the 


manufacture of motion, picture film. 
Recently, however, the film indus- 
try has found a method of extract- 
ing silver from old films and using 
it again, so this promising market 
lost its lustre.

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BREAKERS MAY BE AHEAD 
About .twelve years ago the Railroad 


Commission of -Wisconsin decided that 
a utility was entitied to earn 7y2 per 
cent upon its investment. The utility 
appealed to the supreme court claim- 
ing that such amount was insufficient 
on account of the hazards of its busi- 
ness, that if its privilege to serve the 
public was taken from it its property 
would have only a greatly depreciated 
value and because of that possibility 
It was entitled to earn more while it 
had the opportunity. 


The Wisconsin supreme court up- 


held the Railroad commission, not de- 
ciding whether 7y2 per cent may have 
been too high a return,— a question 
never submitted to it,— but that ihe 
"utility had no cause for complaint. The 
court said: 


"The utility is not in a position to 


say that its franchise will expire at the 
end of a. certain time and it may not 
be renewed, and, if not, its property 
will have a junk value only, and it 
consequently must charge rates high 
enough to secure it against this con- 
tingency. 
Investment in this utility 


would seem to be safe, sound and se- 
cure." 


So it must always be recognized, 


that, as soon as the people pass laws 
jeopardizing the safety of the principal 
amount invested by the utility, they 
invite higher rates from it. "Unless all 
private ventures in the public service 
field must be voted a failure, is it not 
the course of. wisdom to put all rea- 
sonable safeguards larotlnd the utility 
property and thus compel it to the low- 
est possible rate of income upon its in- 
vestment : 


If a utility is safe from the destruc- 


tion of competition, and therefore the 
junking of its property, is it entitled to 
as high a return -as 7% per cent? Re-

ventures." 


The act pending at Madison author- 


izing municipalities to compete with 
existing utilities should be given most 
thorough consideration. To pass that 
act may be one of the greatest legis- 
lative blunders of a generation. What 
purpose can it reasonably serve ex- 
cepting a pretext for increasing util- 
ity rates? From a practical stand- 
point there isn't a sizable city in this 
state that could construct a public util- 
ity without merely spending over again 
the same amount of money or more 
than the existing utility has already 
put in its*p1ant And tinder our laws 
at this time the city already has the 
right to condemn and take over that 
utility whenever it pleases. What pos- 
sible sort of logic could justify the con- 
struction of another utility and the ex- 
penditure of the necessat}* millions?

BUS TRANSFERS 


Failure or inability of transportation 


companies operating busses within the 
city to agree upon a system of trans- 
fers from one line to another now is 
officially before the Wisconsin railroad 
commission and a hearing on the mat- 
ter is to be scheduled. The petition 
for state intervention was filed by the 
Fifth Ward Voters club. 


Transportation in cities of from 25,- 


000 to 50,000 people is becoming a 
more vexing problem every year. 
Large numbers of people live at such 
remote distances from their places o£ 
employment that walking is difficult 
or entirely out of the question, yet so 
many people drive their own cars that 
there scarcely is sufficient patronage 
among the non-drivers to make the 
transportation business profitable. 


Appleton's situation is further com- 


plicated by the fact that two separate 
companies are operating in distinct 
territories. Thus persons obliged to 
travel from the territory of one bus 
company into the area served by the 
others are compelled to buy addition- 
al transportation or walk part of the 
distance. The Fifth Ward Voters club 
contends, probably with merit, that 
this situation results in serious incon- 
venierlces. 


No doubt if there was a proper wil- 


lingness on the part of the companies 
to work out this matter among them- 
selves the intervention of the railroad 
commission would not be necessary. 
The difficulties in the way of an agree- 
ment do riot appear to be insurmount- 
able and it is hoped that an under- 
standing satisfactory alike to the com- 
panies and the public, can be reached.

INDUSTRIES 


Some figures recently issued by the 


stock exchange firm of Dow, Jones & 
Company, of New York, relative to the 
wide distribution of stock ownership 
in corporations representative of basic 
industries, are of particular interest at 
this time. One-might naturally con- 
clude that in a period of sharply de= 
clining prices, the trend would be 
toward the "freezing-out" of the small 
stockholder and the accumulation of 
these stocks in more powerful hands. 


It has always been a matter of gen- 


eral opinion that in boom times the 
public came into the market, buying 
pretty well at the top, and then as a 
depression or panic hit the country, 
were forced to sell, or afraid to hang 
on, with the result that the big fellows, 
or so-called financial sharks, picked se- 
curities up at Bargain prices, unloading 
them again on the 
public as prices 


eventually recovered. 


The figures on certain basic indus- 


tries show this to be untrue. Accord- 
ing to recent figures for the seven com- 
panies having the largest number of 
' individual stockholders, these compare 
as follows with figures for nine months 
previous: American Telephone & Tel- 
egraph Company, an increase of 10 per 
cent in stockholders; Cities Service, an 
increase of 17 per cent; General Mo- 
tors, an increase of 20 per cent; Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, an increase of 11 
per cent; United States Steel, an in- 
crease of 6 per cent: General Electric, 
an increase of 52 per cent; and Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey, an increase of 
3 per cent. 


These figures show not only that 


funds are in the hands of small inves- 
tors for investment, but also the •wide- 
spread interest and confidence in the 
inherent stability and future prosperity 
of these industries. 


It is also true that the wide distri- 


bution o£ stock, which is in fact prop- 
erty, is a safeguard against radicalism 
and merely because those who have an 
interest in an undertaking, however 
small, examine more carefully into po- 
litical attacks before they swallow 
them.

• Baltimore—(XP)—Conservative ship- 
ping1, manufacturing and 
commer- 


cial center "vrith. roots deep in the 
past, Baltimore -was established by 
the latest federal census as a city of 
paradox. 


It added 71,043 to its population, 


nearly doubled the tonnage handled 
in Iffe harbor, held its place as Amer- 
ica's eighth city and gave clews to 
some of the significant economic and 
social trends. 


Some $27,000,000 Tvas spent for new 


. public school buildings and other 
millions for harbor development, and 
there -was a change from small to 
large scale manufacture. 


Yet in 1930 some 10,000 fewer wage 


earners were at work in the facto- 
ries here than ten years ago. 


In the city and its environs sever- 


al score fewer manufacturing estab- 
lishments were listed than a decade 
ago, 
employing in the aggregate a 


smaller number of workers, yet the 
industrial output increased by more 
than a fifth. Labor-saving machinery; 
a host of new occupations and other 
explanations are given. 


For decades this city on the Ches- 


apeake bay, just south of the Mason 
and Dixon line but only four hours 
by train from New York, was a lead- 
ing wholesale distributing point, par- 
ticularly for the south, and its fu- 
ture seemed to lie in commerce. But 
the World war, the rise of the chain 
store, changes in jobbing- methods 
and the development of the port 
shifted the economic emphasis. 


Baltimore's destiny, its civic lead- 


ers now are convinced, is indicated 
by the smoke from ship and factory 
drifting over the brick homes, row 
on row, that are a notable character- 
istic of the cily.

Just as soon as our children can 


read they should be taught to read 
the newspaper. They begin with the 
funnies. "Why not? You can scarce- 
ly expect a seven year old to turn to 
the editorial page. H© arrives there 
by degrees, provided he Is shown the 
way.Newspapers can supply a young 
man or woman with a good educa- 
tion. All that Is necessary is a wil- 
ling, eager mind, and a newspaper 
and a little time. Here, spread out 
in clear language, is the daily his- 
tory of the world. History is made 
day by day and it has a present day 
character that Is as Imperative as 
that of centuries gone by. It is im- 
portant that the youth of the land 
know their present day history so 
that a broad basis of understanding 
is laid early. The latest speech of a 
premier, the latest act of a govern- 
ment, the latest news of an inven- 
tion, the discovery of a scientist Is 
essential food for the minds 
and 


characters of our youth. All the 
world passes in parade before our 
children every morning. It behooves 
us to see that they have a good 
place, well up In front and that noth- 
ing escapes their eagle eyes. 


"Oh, there is so much crime In 


the papers. There is so much that 
is vulgar. I do not like to have the 
children read the papers. Wait until 
they are older." 


Oledr than what? Older how? It Is 


experience that brings maturity and 
children are busy gathering experien- 
ces without the consent 
of their 


teachers and parents. We must get 
in our word first and make it the 
most appealing if we are not to lose 
out. Children to whom the papers 
are banned at horns will get them 
ou'~,ide without -benefit of advice. 
Would it not be better to furnish the 
paper and the advice yourself? 


The children like the funnies. Fun- 


nies appeal to the child in us. Na- 
turally the children turn to their 
own. 
Have no fear that they will 


stop on that sheet. They will turn 
over by and by and find the sport 
sheet and the fashion sheet and the 
pictures. 
They will read headlines 


and then articles and by and by the 
news. We- must take the trouble to 
point their readings, show the chil- 
dren,how to get the most out of it. 


Making scrap books is one of the 


very best ways. Have these of uni- 
form size and provide for their fill- 
ing. Each child makes his own hook 
according to his tastes. One gath- 
ers cartoons. Imagine what an In- 
teresting set of books that makes In 
10 or 20 years. Another child follows 
the fortunes of one person, or one 
cause, or a hobby. The newspaper 
offers richness for all. 


Good taste in the selection of the 


family paper is just as essential as 
it is in the selection of the family 
library. There Is a wide range. Out 
of the many,there are enough to 
supply any taste, any tradition, any 
need. But one paper in the family 
there must be. If you do not supply 
it the children win and they need 
guidance and light in order to choose 
wisely. 


The newspaper is one of the major 


educational forces In the world. It 
is a, great mistake to attempt to ig- 
nore this and tell the children they 
are too young for it. They are nev- 
er too young to gather experiences, 
they never csase to gather them and 
reading .the newspaper is one of their 
daily activities, like it or not. Better 
help than hinder.

Stimson Criticizes President 


Wilson's Policy on 


Recognition 


New York — (£>) — Criticism of 


President Wilson's policy 
toward 


Latin America was coupled by Sec- 
retary Stimson Friday night with 
high praise of this country's gen- 
eral attitude for a century past to- 
•ward the republics 
lying 
to the 


south. 


Addressing the 
Council of For- 


eign Relations, the 
secretary of 


state outlined the American policy 
O-f 
recognition, and 
characterized 


the United States stand upon the 
tariff in arms to countries suffer- 
ing from internal strife as "blazing 
the way for the subsequent growth 
of the law of nations." 


He took occasion also to answer 


"criticism of our decisions" concern- 
ing recognition of the seven Latin 
American republics overthrown by 
revolution in the past 10 months, 
and at the same time save his in- 
terpretation of the Monroe Dictrine 
as " a declaration of the United 
States versus Europe—not of the 
United States versus Latin Ameri- 
ca." 


Admitting some 
"temporary in- 


trusions into the domestic affairs of 
some" Latin American 
republics, 


Stimson maintained that the Unit- 
ed States "policy, in its 
general 


• conception, has been a. noble one." 
He asserted, however it had been 
"radically departed from" by Presi- 
dent "Wilson. 


In 1913, the 
Secretary of State 


said, the late president decreed co- 
operation was possible only when 
the 
government 
concerned 
was 


based upon law, not upon arbitrary 
or Irregular force," and then 
put 


his policy into effect in respect to 
recognizing 
the 
government of 


President 
Victoriano 
Huerta 
in 


Mesico. 


Cites Huerta's Case 


"Although Huerta's 
government 


was in de facto possession," Stim- 
Bon said, "Mr. Wilson 
refused to 


recognize it, and he sought through 
the influence and pressure of his 
great office to force it from power. 
Armed conflict followed 
-with 
the 


forces of Mexico, and disturbed re- 
lations between us and that repub- 
lic that lasted until a. comparatively 
fe-w years ago . 


"The present administration has 


refused to follow the policy of Mr. 
"Wilson and lias followed ' consist- 
ently the former practice of this 
government since the days of Jef- 
ferson. 


"As soon as it -was reported to-us, 


through- our diplomatic representa- 
tives, that the new governments in 


' Bolivia. Peru, Argentina, Brazil and 


Panama "were In control of the ad- 
ministrative machinery of the state, 
with, the apparent general, acqui-" 
escence of their people, and they 
were willing and apparently 
able 


to discharge their international and 
conventional obligations, they were 
recognized by our government." 


Follow Set Policy 


Stimson added that this 
policy 


had-been uniformly followed by the 
present administration save where 
affected by preexisting- treaty. 


The recently recognition of Gua- 


temala was described as falling- un- 
der this latter category. 
Stimson 


explained that the 
United 
States 


Jiad agreed to adhere to s, treaty 
adopted by Guatemala, Honduras, 
Salvador, Nicaragua and 
Costa 


Rica, 
Under it recognition -would 


not be granted if the new president 
of the country concerned had been 
a. leader in a preceding revolution. 
The new Guatemalan government, 
he added, was recognized only after 
the resignation of General Orellano, 
who set himself 
up as provisional 


president last December. "The dis- 
tinction between 
this 
departure, 


•which was suggested by the five re- 
publics themselves and in which, -sve 
have acted at their earnest desire 
and in cooperation with them," he 
said, "and in the departure taken 
by President "Wilson in. an attempt 
to force upon Mexico a. policy -which 
she resented must be apparent to 
the most thoughtless student." 


Secretary Stimson warmly defend- 


ed 
and 
praised 
the 
American 


• policy governing the exportation of 
arms and ammunition to countries 
engaged in civil -war. It grew, he 
said, from a resolution adopted by 
Congress 
in 1S-2 
providing 
the 


maintenance of "an embargo upon 
the exportation of all arms and mu- 
nitions which might reach 
the 


rebels."' but permitting their sale to 
the government whose power was 
threatened.

Babson Park, Fla.—In a quiet, 


non-spectacular 
way. the

utility industry has done more, to 
stabilize and support business con- 
ditions in 1930 than any other in- 
dustry. The electric light, power, 
gas, telephone, telegraph, and wat- 
er companies,have proven bulwarks 
of strength in time of national dis- 
tress.
